The contest between the two factions, how- 
ever, hangs on the question as to who con- 
stitute the members of the committee. The 
last county convention elected 122 members 
and the Gahan people claim sixty-nve of 
these. Since th under the direction of 
Burke, many men have been depoged and 


others put in their places so that, according 


to his roster, there are 115 members, of whom 
ninety-eight are adherents of Burke. 


Says Gahan Should Act. 

Alderman Carey described his position yes- 
terday afternoon as follows: 

There is no doubt that the only man en- 
titled to call the meeting to order tomorrow 
is Tom Gahan, the chairman. I was not 
present at the meeting of the Executive 
committee which attempted to depose him, 
but sent my proxy. It was done en the un- 
derstanding that Gahan had refused to call 


the meeting. That, however, turned out to 


be a mistake, as Gahan had done so, but 
under another call. 
*“ Personally I wish I was out of the matter. 
I do not want the place of chairman, and 
would not have consented to become a can- 
didate if the Mayor had not asked meto. I 
am not afraid of having Gahan as the pre- 
siding officer.

own. 

To insure concert of action the Gahan 
steering committee yesterday requested its 
committeemen to meet in the Sherman House 
and attend the meeting in a body. At the 
same time the Burke committee gave orders 
for all of his followers to be in their seats 
at headquarters at 12 o’clock sharp. 

With two committees claiming authority 
the only settlement can be in the courts, and 
they will have to take cognizance of the case 
when the next primaries are called.

STORES ROBBED BY CUPID 


MANY MARRIAGES BRING SCARCI- 
TY OF CLERKS. 


Wages, Seek Wives in the Down- 
Town Establishments Till the Sup- 


ply of Saleswomen Is So Depleted 


That the Merchants Go to the Country 
for Help—Cash Girls, Too, Quit Work 
and May Be Fotnd in the Schools. 


Marriage is playing havoc with the working 
forces of the large department stores. From 
all of the State street companies are coming 
pleas for more help. The saleswomen are 
leaving their work to become wives, and 
there are few to fill the vacant places. 

It wae stated yesterday that the State 
street stores alone can give employment to 
8,000 more young women and would gladly 


do so could that number be obtained. ö 


All fall there has been a dearth of young 


| women and cash girls. Times are good 


and men's wages have increased. Young 
men have felt they could afford to marry and 
fathers have been able to send their daugh- 
ters to school instead of out to earn a living. 

Yesterday in the Help Wanted columns 
of Tue TRIBUNE there appeared advertise- 
ments from most of the large department 
stores, amd an inquiry revealed that the clerk 
famine is general. 

: Boys Replace the Girls. 

With the dearth of girls has come an in- 
creased employment of boys, and should the 
scarcity grow, t is said by some of the mer- 
chants that the boys may almost entirely 

The scarcity of women clerks comes at a 
hard time for the merchants. The holiday 
trade is beginning, the stores are to be kept 
open nights, out-of-town orders are pouring 
‘in, and yet the number of women to do the 
work is decreasing steadily. This is espe- 
clally true of the skilled help, for those em- 
ployed in such lines are older in years and 
more inclined toward matrimony. 

To fill the many vacancies the merchants 
have been forced to go to the country for 
their help. Adyertisements have heen in- 
serted in the small-town papers throughout 
the northern part of the State, and effort 
will be made to Induce the clerks of the coun- 
try stores to come to Chicago until the mid- 
die of January. 

With the loss of the more skilled clerks | 
has come the promotion of many of the chil- | 
dren, but even this has hot checked the de- 
parture of the cash girls for the schoolroom | 
or the home.

| Employers Tell of Famine. — 

“We do not know where to turn,” said 
Isaac Keim of Siggel, Cooper & Co. We 
have been short of help ali fall. It is a new 
situation and its solution is a problem. 

Our girls—for their line of work—are well 
paid. e average salary here is 87 a week. 
That is better than it has been for years, but 
the girls are leaving and there seems to be 
no way teatopthem. They prefer wifehood 


to clerkships The young men are making 


better money than they have for years and 
are not afraid to marry. With the cash girls, 
it is the father who is taking them away 
from us. He, too, is Setting better pay and 
he is sending his children to school. 

“I am sure that a canvass of State street 
would show that over 3,000 young women 
and girls could be put to work and yet the 
market would not be overcrowded.” 

“We are up against a hard proposition,” 
said a superintendent of A. M. Roths- 
child & Co. Our women are marrying ata 
rate that promises to take more than 25 per 
cent of them from our store. Our cash girls, 
too, are leaving steadily, as the wages of the 
fathers increase. 

“While the need of more women is ur- 
gent,“ said Edward Hillman of Hillman's, I 
believe that it will adjust itself. I do not 
know just how much marriage has entered

BULGARIAN ADVICES TELL THAT 
HER BODY IS FOUND. . 


Remains of the American Missionary 
and Her Companion, Mme. Tsilka, 
Reported te Have Been Discovered 
Near Dubnitsa, in Bulgaria, Twenty- 
two Miles from Sofla—Vali of Sa- 
lonica Confirms Statement That the 
re Women Are Dead.

Dr. Haskell Fears the Worst. 

ew York, Dec. 1.—[Special.J—The Rev. 
Henry C. Haskell, representative of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions in Bul- 
garia, has gtave fears for the safety of Miss 
Ellen M. Stone and her companion, Mrs. 
Gregory Tsilka, the missionaries kidnaped 
by brigands. He cables: 

“SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sunday, 6:10 a. m. 
We hope that the dreadful news is untrue, 
but there is reason to make us fear other- 
wise. 

“If the captives are dead the fact would 
account for the determined insistence on 
the part of the brigands that the ransom 
money should be paid before the captives 
are surrendered to us. , 

“It would account also for the brigands’ 
stubborn refusal to give safe conduct to one 
of our representatives to see Miss Stone and 
Mrs. Tsilka in order to certify to us that 
they are alive before we pay over the ransom 
money. 

Besides, the brigands intimated that they 
would delay giving up the prisoners until 
epring, although it is their first interest to 
close the matter as quickly as possible. 

These considerations naturally weigh in 
view of the reports now prevalent that the 
two women are dead. Moreover, we have 
some confirmation of the grave news and we 
are sending men to learn the facts. nee

All the Senators have their seats, but every 
member of the House will have a new desk, 
and all must abide by the result of the only 
lottery Uncle Sam permits in this country.

Chief Says It Is Difficult to Find Men 


Enough to Make a Showing on Streets | 


Influence“ a Hindrance. 


Chief O'Neill said yesterday that more 
than seventy-six policemen were on special 
duty Saturday night instead of being on 
their posts guarding the property and the 
lives of Chicago citizens. According to the 
Chief so many patrolmen are on special duty 
it has become a problem with him where to 
get men to make a respectable showing on the 
streets. 

“T have avoided every free detail in my 
power and have instructed Inspectors net 
to make paid details unless absolutely neces- 
sary,’’ said the Chief. This compels the 
ordering of patrolmen to drop into dances on 
their posts to prevent disorder. In addition 
to these demands I am receiving daily re- 
quests from the Street and Health depart- 
ments for patrolmen to aid in the enforce- 
ment of the law and for the detail of men at 
crossings. I have endeavored to lower the 
number of plain clothes men to the minimum, 


but it is hard to put these men on the street 


n because of the influence they con- 
stantly are bringing to bear. 

* Gradually the number of special details 
has been decreased, but there are too many 
men away from their stations yet to suit 
me. Then there are fifty vacancies in the 
department which cannot be’ filled because 
there is no money\with which to pay them. 
Two hundred patralmen could be put on the 
streets at night in addition to those on duty 
without the increase\being observed.

MAN HEAVILY. 


By Public Statements Made by the Mag- 


mate Himself His Loss Is Already | 


Enormous—Declares He Will Hold to

The domestic situation justifies a good 
price for copper. It may be 17 cents or 10 
cents or 15 cents. The foreign situation jus- 
tiles a price some cents lower, perhaps 14 
cents, or 18 cents, or 12 cents. European 
consumers will buy only as they must buy. 
American consumers are in about the same 


attitude, yet would probably buy freely if the } 


price was stable. 

The Amalgamated people appear to be an- 
tagonizing the copper industry by their en- 
deavor to maintain 
world at large can afford to pay, and in do- 
ing this they are limiting consumption and 
stimulating production the world over. 

Wall street in New York and State street 
in Boston perceives all of these things and 
many more.
